This age of Aquarius 


(Re: The Kaleidoscope Gallery, now showing Mike Knight, 
Steinmetz, and Mike Stevens.) 

We are now entering the Age of Aquarius and the possibilities 
and potentialities in store for us are quite exciting. The Water- 
Bearer is the schizophrenic union of the materialistic pragmatist 
and the lofty idealist: the God-Man, The last Age of Aquarious was 
during the Atlantian period when God-Men covered the Earth. We 
hear that they had gained total control of the material and spiritual 
forces which limited their existence, they had no existential dilemma 
whatsoever, They could use their own powers of mind and body in 
conjunction with the natural forces that surrounded them so that 
distinctions of individual-public, organic-inorganic, thought-action, 
man-universe, object-abstraction and such must have been totally 
irrelevant, HUMANITY must have existed then, 

But, as we all know, there was the great Fall to Man. And our 
only reminder of this lost age of perfection is the monuments left 
by the rapidly descending heirs of this uper-human civilization; the 
Old Kingdom Egyptians, It might be illuminating to look at these 
Men-Gods and their activities. 

Khufu seems to have been considered a God-King; an ‘‘Atlantian’’ 
in a human situation, His major remainingeffort is the Great Pyramid, 
his tomb. From what we can find out about the Fourth Dynasty Egyptians, 
they did not loook at this 760 foot square solid mass as monumental, 
or out of the ordinary in any way. This man-made mountain of granite, 
nestled on top of the fine shifting sands of the desert, was no larger 
or smaller than it had to be: for it was as in tune with Khufu as his 
kitchen furniture. It was @s permanent as the life-giving Nile which 
came up to greet it each spring. The pyramid was part of these 
people’s life, a normal and expected part. It is our culture of fallen 
men which looks at Khufu’s pyramid in awe and thinks of it as monu- 
mental, 

But now, in the dawning of the second age of Aquarius, James 
Lovell, William Anders, and Frank Borman sing Christmas carols 
and read scriptures on Christmas Eve while looking across the surface 
of the Moon onto a tiny Earth. At home, on Earth, we nonchalantly 
watch them and their antics on television thinking about our various 
endeavors, 

For some of us these endeavors constitute being aquarists. The 
hobby of fish keeping has grown in the United States to a point that 
Albert Klee is now writing its history and is still going strong after 
nineteen sections in The Aquarium, People become aquarists for many 
reasons, mainly some variation on the I Am God and Protector of 
This Little World theme. Once they do become aquarists, however, 
they can be divided into three fairly coherent groups according to 
their interests. 

The first group, whom I refer to as the Search and Siege Boys, 
are the ones who wish to go to extreme lengths to set up an aquarium 
that is almost indistinguishable from nature. This form of activity 
calls for a great deal of environmental! and situational research on 
each and every fish, plant and rock that goes into the aquarium. 
Species of fish have to be perfectly matched with plants, rocks and 
other species both quantitatively andqualitatively. Thisis the E stablish- 
ment Aquarist and they justify their labors by going through the 
microcosm-macrocosm theory of understanding life and reality. 

The second group, the Search and Show Men, are the aquarists 
who enjoy oddities for oddness’ sake. These people will go all over 
the world to find a very rare or strange fish, plant or rock to put 
into a satisfactory environment hoping to astound their audience. 
Or they will try to do the impossible by keeping or breeding a species 
previously thought unkeepabie or unbreedable. These people are 
involved with a craft-power syndrome. They get pleasure, enlight- 
enment or salvation out of the act of knowing and manipulating their 
aquariums, and they are also in the midst of a super-contest with 
other aquarists which begins to seem akin to the battle of Surtur and 
Ymir, These are the avant-garde aquarists who are both looked Gown 
on and admired by the Esiiblishment, for they open up new and inte- 
resting paths for the Naturalists, 

The last group takes their divinity more seriously and impose 
strange worlds on their wards. They try to keep their aquariums in 
a@ constant state of freakiness. In this sense they are close to the 
Search and Show Men, the astounding experience is their bag too, 
But, whether their motivation is experimental improvement on a 
natural species, the creation of an entirely new species or the diabolical 
torture of various specimens, their activity shows them to be so 
totally egotistical and so extremely power oriented that they can 
only be appreciated fully (stomached?) by the semi-occult circie 
of initiates who follow them closely. 

This, of course, brings 3 to the dangerous subject of alchemy— 
the search for the philosophers’ stone. It is a commonly held mis- 
conception that alchemy was exclusively a Medieval institution but 
this is not the case. The twentieth certury has even produced 
practioners, the Frenchman Fulcanelli being a prime examp!e. Another 
misconception is that the alchemist wished only to find an easy road 
to riches, but the true alchemist did not see his prime purpose as 
changing lead into gold but to find Truth. 

False alcheniists seek only to make gold; true philosophers 
desire only knowledge. The former produce mere tinctures, 
sophistries, ineptitudes; the latter inquire after the principles 


of things, 
Becher, Physica Subterranea 


Within his Philosophical Egg the deepest secrets of the universe 
were revealed tothe alchemist. Itis speculated that the early alchemists 
understood nuclear fission and fusion, and were thus capable of producing 
atomic bombs centuries before Christ, 

Alchemy was also a spiritual, as well as a physical, discipline, 
It dealt with the Mind, the Body and the Spirit: the alchemist as 
a whole in relation to the Universe as a whole. 
We must also mention the presence of an altar in the alchemist’s 
laboratory or in an adjoining rom: for an adept the oratory

is always an essential feature of the laboratory, for prayer and 
ascetic discipline were intimetely related to practical manipu- 
lations, We should also mention the presence in numerous 
aichemica! laboratories of various musical instruments or @ 
sort of organ with seven pipes: adepts of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries appear to have had extensive knowledge 
of natural rhythms, which they transposed into musical rhythms. 
Caron and Hutin, The Alchemists 
Spiritually the only thing we can be sure of is that the alchemists 
constitute an occult group in the midst of a never ending search for 
salvation, truth, understanding or something by the use of a particular 
method handed down from Master to Novice. 

Fulcanelli, in his book Le mystére des cathédrales shows that 
the decoration of the Gothic cathedrals in and around Paris is based 
in alchemy, Each church contains, in its decorations and design, the 
secrets of alchemy and thus the universe. One such church is Beauvais 
Cathedral, which has an interesting history of construction. 

The Gothic Cathedral strove for unencumbered height. Fach new 
building was built with a higher nave than the last. In 1225 the old 
cathedral at Beauvais burned down and in 1247 Milon de Manteuil 
began a new one. Try as he would he could not reach God and the 
nave only rose to a height of 157 feet. It was the highest yet attained 
but in 1284 it collapsed. Soinorder to keep close to the Light buttresses 
were doubled and six-partite vaulting built into the design. But, alas, 
it again collapsed and in 1324 Guillaume de Roye started to rebuild, 
It was not completed until the [6th century because of financial difficulties 
produced by the expensive over -extending of stone as a building material, 
The crossing towers then reached the Holy Height of 502 feet. It 
1573 this version also collapsed... .

New Title Five provisions shackle campus organizations 


affairs, under established con. 
trols, with the advice of the 
chancellor’s office, and subject 
to audit.’’ 


In an attempt to curb contro- 
versial student activities on state 
college campuses, the Board of 
Trustees has recently revised a 
portion of Title Five to give Cali- 
fornia State college presidents 
more direct power over campus 
organizations. 

Previously, the president’s 
power over campus organizations 
was subtly understood and subject 
to a generalized interpretation. 
According to the General State- 
ment of Purpose of the Board of 
Trustees in 1961, ‘‘The president 
we (is)...responsible for the gui- 
dance and direction of student 
activities and student affairs... 
subject to such policies as the 
trustees may enunciate or the 
chancellor direct, and subject to 
fiscal ability. The president has 
complete responsibility for ad- 
ministering fiscal and business

Gave some authority 


This statement established the 
president’s authority over campus 
organizations but gave him no 
definite obligations. The college 
president could exercise this 
authority in any manner he chose. 
Most presidents have allowed stu- 
dent organizations to choose their 
own policies and handle their own 
affairs. 

However, certain student acti- 
vities in the past two years have 
raised the ire of the public and 
have given college administrators 
a very bad public image. Examp'es 
of this activity include the drama 
play, the Beard; a newspaper 
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article concerned with the growing 
of marijuana at Sonoma State Col- 
lege; a controversial art display 
at Long Beach State; and alleged 
reports of the Student Association 
Funds at San Francisco State being 
used to buy guns for the new Black 
Student Union. 


President's new roles 


To tighten its grip on student 
behavior the Board of Trustees 
has amended part of Title Five 
to give the college presidents the 
power to act as both policymaker 
and treasurer for all campus or- 
ganizations. Section 42402 has 
been amended to read, ‘‘The 
president of each State College is 
responsible for the educational 
effectiveness, academic excel- 
lence, and genera! welfare of the 
college over which he presides. 

‘‘As stated, auxiliary organi- 
zations operate as an_ integral 
part of the overall! college pro- 
gram. Therefore, for the president 
to exercise his responsibility over 


the entire college program, he 
shall require that auxiliary organi- 
zations operate in conformity with 
policy of the Board of Trustees 
and the college. 

‘*To execute this authority, the 
president shall require that each 
auxiliary organization submit its 
programs and budgets for review 
at a time and ina manner specified 
by the president. Should the presi- 
dent determine that any program 
or appropriation... is not consist- 
ent with policy of the Board of 
Trustees and the college, the pro- 
gram or appropriation shall not be 
implemented. 

‘*Further, should a program or 
appropriation... be determined by 
the president to be operating out- 
side the acceptable policy of the 
Board of Trustees and the college, 
then that program or appropriation 
shall be discontinued by direction 
of the president until further re- 
view is accomplished and an 
appropriate adjustment is made.”’ 


This provision gives the presi- 
dent line item veto power over 
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all organizations’ budgets through- 
out the school year. If, for in- 
stance, an organization is 
sponsoring a program that does 
not comply with trustee policy, 
the president has the power to 
veto funds for that specific pro- 
gram. He can also suspend all 
the activities of an organization 
for a time. 

Another change, (Section 42404) 
now requires all campus organi- 
zations to maintain records of its 
operations and financial status to 
be reviewed by the president. 

The word “shall,’’ which is 
used in all of these revisions, 
connotes a sense of obligations; 
thus removing the permissiveness 
and laxness a president could pre- 
viously employ in exercising his 
authority. In other words, the 
president has practically no choice 


but to review the budgets and 
operations of all student or- 
ganizations and suspend § any 


organization that does not com- 
ply with the policies of the Board 
of Trustees. 


Must get on list 


Another amendment, (Section 
42406) provides for a List of 
Auxiliary Organizations on Good 
Standing to include those organi- 
zations that comply with the Chan- 
cellor’s policies and exclude those 
that do not. It is assumed that those 
organizations not included on the 
list will not be allowed to operate 
on the campus. In essence, the 
new revisions provide that all 
organizations that do not comply 
with a Board of Trustees official 
policy will find themselves without 
funds or official campus recog- 
nition. 

The official policy of the Board 
is individually interpreted by each 
campus president. It is generally 
accepted that all of the presidents 
decisions must be ‘‘in the best 
interest of the college.’’ According 
to the Statement of General Policy 
of the board, developing campus 
autonomy rather than building a 
collective system is the goal of 
the trustees and the reason for 
allowing this power to be put in 
the hands of the presidents.

The public learns about college 
Students through their violent 
demonstrations or their silly 
pranks like flagpole sitting, But 
what about the serious segment 
of the college population which 
concentrates on getting an educa- 
tion without disrupting the campus? 
Hundreds of private and public 
colleges and training schools con- 
tinue to prepare students for 
careers in a variety of fields. 

One such school is the San 
Francisco College of Mortuary 


Science, Students do not partici- 
pate in sit-ins, nor do they spend 
their time swallowing goldfish, 

The American tradition of 
viewing the deceased during 
funeral services has opened up a 
new field of specialization in this 
century—the art of embalming, or 
mortuary science, 


Until recently the subject was 
taboo, but Jessica Mitford, with 
her book, ‘‘The American Way of 
Death,’’ removed the stigma from 
the topic and made discussions 
of the funeral profession ac- 
ceptable. 


Must be licensed 


For the souls who choose the 
funeral profession, twenty ac- 
credited private and university 
centers of study are available 
throughout the United States, Each 
State varies as to the qualifica- 
tions required of a _ licensed 
mortician, but all require at least 
nine months of funeral training or 
its equivalent 


Dale W. Sly, president of the 
San Francisco ( ollege of Mortuary 
Science, reports that the public 
has no inkling of the involved 
training students must take to meet 
California requirements. 

“We have a 25% drop-off rate 
during the first quarter of the four 
quarter term,” said Sly, ‘‘because 
these people feel it is an easy 
pushover business with lots of 
money and no tests involved,’’ 


Sly contends funeral homes 
make no more money than an 
average business the same size 
would, Danny Krieden, legislative 
advocate for the California Asso- 
ciation of Funeral Directors, said 


the funeral industry is quite a 
lucrative business, 
Before a_ student may pass 


through the hallowed halls of the 
college, designed to handle between 
100 and 125 students per year, he 
must have completed 30 units of 
C average work in any subjects 
in an accredited college, lhis, 
according to Sly, affords the 
student a well roundededucation 
in which he may begin intensified 
mortuary training,

Under the learn-the-parts-of- 
the -body - be fore-embalminy plan, 
a student undergoes pre-med 
courses in which anatomy, histo- 
logy, embryology, physiology, 
chemistry (both organic and in- 
organic), bacteriology, hygiene 
and pathology are studied. The 
courses are not as extensive as 
in medical school; however, many 
drop-out medical students enrol! 
in the mortuary school. 

The college also is licensed 
to handle the City Indigent Pro- 
gram. This is where the really 
down-to-earth aspect of the 
training begins. 


The students practice em- 
balming methods on the 400-450 
indigent cases which pass through 
the school yearly. Restoring an 
ear here, a mouth there, is all 
in the line of work and gives the 
Students practical experience in 
the ‘how - to - preserve - the - re- 
mains - of - your - fellow - 
man - profession,’ 

A well-rounded mortuary 
education includes courses in 
mortuary management, account- 
ing, mortuary law, psychology and 
funeral principles, funeral ar- 
rangement and direction, public 
relations and advertising, and 
insurance and mortuary merchan- 
dising. 


Who would enroll 


This is a brief summary of 
the courses offered, but what about 
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the type of students who enroll 
in a mortuary school? 

Women may be able to bear 
pain better than men, but they are 
more squeainish when it comes 
to preparing the dead for burial, 
The San I ranciscoCollege of Mor- 
tuary Science averages one female 
Student per year, Rarely does one 
see women performing such 
routine functions as draining the 
blood from the corpse and inserting 
embalming fluid, dressing the 
corpse, dressing the hair, mani- 
curing the nails, applying 
cosmetics and placing the remains 
on a slumber couch, especially 
designed to portray a homelike 
atmosphere, 

These tasks are then left to 
the male students who do not 
see the bodies they work on as 
human beings, but as objects that 
feel nothing forevermore, Their 
outlook is not due to callousness 
but to necessity: ‘‘If we did not 
joke around, we’d go insane,’’ 
remarked one of the students, 
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As to the types of people who 
go into this vocation, president 
Sly notes that students have various 
backgrounds with many various 
experiences. About 50 per cent 
of the students have had some 
funeral contact; another 25 per 
cent nave relatives in the field; 
and the rest are curious, seeking 
the profession for hundreds of 
other reasons. 

No matter what the reasons 
for seeking the profession, presi- 
dent Sly says, these students look 
at their work as a necessary ser- 
vice, as an art, and as grief 
therapy for the surviving rela- 
tives, Demonstrations and pranks 
have no place on the mortuary 
college campus, Students joke 
with each other but they take 
their education seriously.

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Coffeehouses are not places, 
but collections of people. Kairos, 
in a church on El Camino Avenue, 
is no exception, 

When photographer Kent Lacin 
and I went into the place, its high- 
school-age clientele glowered at 
us accusingly, Harrassment by 
the forces of law and order, real 
and imagined, has made Kairos 
a hotbed of paranoia, 


Kairos has two floors. The 
first floor is also the meeting 
hall of the church and it was well 
populated with Kairos people who 
sang and rapped under the bright 
lights and harsh shadows, The 
Kairos people are from homes and 
families that can afford much 
better, but they prefer to dress 
in tacky clothes from Salvation 
Army stores, They wear their 
hair long and play guitars. They 
sing Bob Dylan songs in a style 
that is a hybridization of old pro- 
letarian Dylan and Jimi Hendrix. 
They strum their guitars hard and 
loud. 

In one corner of the big room 
was a snack counter serving things 
like bread and cheese. There we 
met the manager of Kairos, a 
friendly man with hair and beard 
like Leonardo da Vinci or Jesus 
Christ. He offered us food and 
cheerfully told us to poke around 
into anything we wished. 

Nearby, a@ boy sat on a bench 
playing his guitar, He wore a 
navy denim shirt and boots and 
steel-rimmed glasses. His eyes 
were closed behind the glasses. 


The boy sang loudly, singing to 
himself, or perhaps to himself 
and his girl, who sat beside him, 
listening intently. 

‘“‘*There must be some way 
out of here,’ said the Joker 
to the Thief. 

‘There’s too much confusion; 
I can’t get no relief....’”’ 

Lacin walked about and swung 
up his class eye and winked it, 
The singing boy still had his eyes 
closed and so he did not see it, 
but other Kairos people did and 
they glowered as though Kent had 
stolen their souls. 

“What’s he taking pictures 
for?’ one asked me, 

‘‘He’s a pervert, He mastur- 
bates as he does the developing,’’ 
I said, jokingly. 
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The Kairos people tittered and 
and one said, ‘‘Hey, this guy’s 
all right: he says it like it is.’’ 

I proceeded to disagree with 
him on the worth of Kubrick’s 
*9001,"" and later I found out 
that after I’d left he’d declared 
he was certain I was a nark, 

(Sure, they’re going to send 
down two narks, one with a great 
big camera and a shaven head, 
the other with half-grown icky- 
looking sideburns and a jacket 
three sizes too big with a notebook 
and pencil sticking out of the 
pocket.) 

‘**Businessmen may drink my 
wine, plowmen dig my earth, 
‘None of them along the line 
know what any of it is worth.’’’ 

There are two more rooms 
upstairs, The first was harshly 
lit, and the Kairos people use it 
for ping-pong. An Understanding 
Parent was at the ping-pong table 
and as I watched she whipped 
about three Kairos people in a 
row, 

She saw me watching and pointed 
to the other end of the table with 
her ping-pong paddle, She smiled, 
so I went down to the other end 
of the table and picked upa paddle, 

‘‘What’s your name’?’’§ she 
asked, ‘‘I like to know the names 
of the people I’m playing.”’ 

‘‘My name is Vince. I never 
played ping-pong before.’’ 

**You’re kidding.’’ 

Ping-pong is not hard and after 
five minutes I learned how to hit 
the ball correctly, 

She asked, ‘‘What do you do, 
Vince?’’ 

Ka-pock, ka-pock. 

‘‘Nothing much."’ 

Ka-pock, ka-pock. 

‘*Just visiting’?’’ 

‘*Yeah.’’ 

Ka-pock, ka-pock. 

**What do you do?”’ 

Ka-pock, slip. I did not want 
to tell her I was writing a story 
because then she wuold start to 
perform, and that spoils the effect. 

‘*Nothing much.,”’ 

Ka-pock, ka-pock,

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Sports car rallies offer lots 


of country road excitement 


One of the fastest growing 
sports in California, and in parti- 
cular, the Sacramento area, is 
Sport Car Raliying. Nearly twelve 
years ago, an enthusiastic group 
of sport car owners put on Sacra- 
mento’s first rally. The route 
was short, the speeds were fast, 
and the turnout was small, but it 
was a start. Since that time, 
sport car rallying has steadily 
increased in popularity to the 
present position which it now en- 
joys. Nearly every weekend, one 
or more of Sacramento’s many 
fine car clubs can be found putting 
on a variety of events. 

Probably the most popular and 
exciting spert car event is the 
time and distance event. Time 
and distance sport car rallies 
usually take from two and a half 
to three hours and are run on 
paved country roads. Many couples 
enjoy rallies as an eXciting date, 
and there are a large number of 
all male teams, all female teams, 
and families who actively partici- 
pate. 

Contestants are divided into 
classes (Beginner, Novice, Senior, 
or Expert) depending upon their 
prior rally experience. The only 
equipment that a team needs is a 
working speedometer, flashlight, 
watch, and pencil and paper. 

At the start of a rally, the 
driver and navigator are given a 
set of instructions which indicate 
the rally route to be taken. The 
team travels at speeds which are 
specified by these instructicns and 

do not exceed posted limits. The 
emphasis is on accuracy rather 
than speed. Teams are penalized

for being either fast or slow. 

Members of the rally club are 
located at various positions along 
the route to record the time it 
takes for each team to reach that 


point. 
The final route instructions 
usually lead the rallyists to a 


pizza parlor or similar place. 
While waiting for the other teams 
to finish, the rallyists can figure 
their scores and compare notes 
about the rally. After all the 
scores have been tallied, there 
is an awards presentation. The 
team in each class with the most 
accurate scores receive trophies.
